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REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on 4/6/1006, 
and the references cited therewith. 

Claim 48 is amended herein. Claims 1-47, 51, 58, 61-63, and 69-98 were previously 
canceled. As a result, claims 48-50, 52-57, 59, 60, 64-68 are now pending in this application. 

§ 102(e) Rejections of the Claims 

On page 3 of the office action, the examiner rejected claims 48-50, 52-57, 59, 60 and 64- 
68 under 35 USC 102 (e) as being anticipated by USP 6685674 ("Douglas et al.") and USP 
5968011 ("Larsen et al."). 

In response, applicant has amended claim 1 to further include the limitation of a "a 
dispenser contained within the housing and operatively coupled to the reservoir for transferring 
fluid out of the reservoir." No new matter has been added as the dispenser is disclosed 
throughout the specification. As, discussed during the July 24, 2006 telephonic interview, 
Douglas et al. and Larsen et al. are directed to infusion sets, not pumps and, therefore do not 
teach or suggest the inclusion of a dispenser within the housing of the device. Accordingly, 
applicant submits that the rejection of claims 48-50, 52-57, 59, 60 and 64-68 under 35 USC 102 
(e) as being anticipated by USP 6685674 ("Douglas et al") and USP 596801 1 ("Larsen et al") 
have been overcome and should be withdrawn. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

On page 4 of the office action the examiner rejected claims 48-50, 52-57, 59, 60 and 64- 
68 on the grounds of non-statutory double patenting over claims 1-40 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,699,218. In response, applicant submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.321(b)(iv) to overcome these rejections.
